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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 20-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 20-41 , a single claim which claims both a product and method steps is 
indefinite under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. See IPXL Holdings v. Amazon.com, 
Inc., 430 F.2d 1377, 1384, 77 USPQ2d 1140, 1145 (Fed. Cir. 2005); Ex parte Lyell, 17 
USPQ2d 1548 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1990). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 5-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 


Krasnov et al., US 2003/0160589.

Krasnov et al., teach a battery with an electrically non-conductive substrate (0032- 
0033), cathode, anode, electrolyte (0009) in form of layers (Fig. 1), wherein layer 
thickness of each electrode layer is less than 10 urn (0035; 0037), a current diverter 
(0032; Fig. 1, ref. 32, 34 (terminals)) and battery contact (adhesive; 0034), covering 
insulation layer (casing) with at least one recess (gap) 0046) and closed by electrically 
conductive material and connected to at least one current diverter of battery (0046). It 
teaches substrate is a polymer (0033). It teaches current diverter is a foil (terminal; Fig. 
1 , ref. 32, 34). It teaches battery contact positioned on substrate is a metallic adhesive 
(0034). It teaches a first and second metal battery contact (adhesives; 0034; 0039). It 
teaches the electrically conductive material is a metal (0034). It teaches covering layer 
is non-conductive (0046). It teaches second contact is formed as frame-shaped 
metallization (0039). It teaches a non-conductive substrate (0035). It teaches a plurality 
of batteries (0032). 
Thus, the claims are anticipated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-4, 1 5-1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Krasnov et al., US 2003/0160589. 
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Krasanov et al., teach a battery as described above. 

Krasanov et al., do not teach multiple covering layers; two rectified electrodes and two 
counter electrodes; plurality of batteries with electrodes, electrolyte and current diverters 
of each battery arranged in same plane; independent energy source positioned on 
silicon wafer or chip; system further comprises at least one solar cell. 
However, the invention as a whole would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art a the time the invention was made because multiple coverings would provide 
more protection for the battery and multiple batteries would provide more energy; solar 
cell would provide more flexibility in battery use and in battery powering. Although the 
reference did not disclose a plurality of covering layers, the court held that mere 
duplication of parts has no patentable significance unless a new and unexpected result 
is produced.) In re Harza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960).
